In tfceso cases-the illusions seem 
0 have been persistent and not to have 
iqen produced- by any voluntary effort 
iu the part of the seer. On the othei 
laud, Talma could walk on to the stage 
mcl after staring at the brilliant and 
ipplauding audience for a few seconds 
vould see nothing but rows of grinning 
keletoiis. Iti tins he seems to have fore- 
tailed Herr Roentgen, for the'skeletons 
vero in the exact positions of tho-mem-

A'Bomb EoSlod With Men. 


A new "Domb has been invented that 


is an extremely curious affair, 


It is called a pioneer bomb and is 


made to be fired from a cannon like an 
ordinary cannon ball. The curious part 
of it is that instead of carrying lead 
and explosives it is to have men inside. 


The idaa of the invention, explains 


The Great Bound World, is to fire sol- 
diers into the enemy'scamp. The bomt 
opens the moment it touches the ground, 
the men spring out and begin to. fight 
tb,e enemies within reach. 


A shower of these bombs would very 


seriously inconvenience an enemy, it if 
to be supposed, for they would not 
quite know what to make of such as- 
tounding cannon balls. 


The bomb is so arranged that tliero is 


no sudden jar or shock to the men in- 
side. It is covered with a number ol 
rubber tubes filled with air, like the 
bicycle tires. These rubbers prevent the 
men from any injury which might be 
caused by reaching the ground so sud- 
denly. The bomb bounds along liko-a 
rubber ball once or twice, and the sol- 
diers are said to ba quite comfortable 
inside.—Chicago Record. 


Wolseley'B Close Call. 


On ouo occasion Lord Wolseley's life 


was saved by Prince Victor of Hohen- 
lohe, known as Count Gleicheu. It was 
in tho Crimea, when young Wqlseley, 
badly wounded, was passed by the sur- 
geon as clend.

cuit, which will explode the mine, and 
he ship will be sunk or badly shattered. 
There are various devices for asccrtain- 
ug that the hidden mines and connec-

How Appointment* Are Made. 


Ex-President Harrison, in an artiols 


on "A Day With the .President at His 
Desk, " in The Ladies' Home Journal, 
ives the method by which appoint- 
ments to public office are made by the 
resident. ' ' One of the cabinet officers, ' ' 
le writes, "appears by appointment, ac- 
jompanied by a messenger with an arm- 
oad or ^ basketful of papers — chiefly 
made up of petitions and letters relating 
o appointments. Each . case has been 
>riefed and jacketed, and one by one 
,hey are presented, the secretary adding 
such information as ho has outside the 
papers. . The conclusions reached' are 
noted — to -appoint a particular person or 
;o proseon ten further inquiry. The post- 
master general brings a largo clothes- 
3iiskelf nl of papers, and an adjournment 
:o the long cabinet table is necessary in 
order to display them. He takes up the 
papers relating to a postoffice and briefly 
states the case. If the case is decided, 
ie fills. in the blank on the jacket, 'Ap- 
ooiut -- , ' the president affixes his in- 
.tials, and the package is thrown back 
nto tho basket.

AMENDING 
TUB 
TARIFF 
KILL. 


Senator Knnte Nelson, of Minnesota 


has given notice that be will propose 
three amendments to the Dingley tariff 
bilL One of these abrogates the 
Hawaiian reciprocity treaty. Another 
declares that trusts or combinations 
to restrain trade or to enhance the 
market price of imports or of manu- 
factures, to be against public policy 
and illegal and void, and provides for 
the punishment of the offense by both 
flue- and imprisonment. The third, 
.authorizes the President to suspend 
by an executive order, the collection of 
aH duties upon an imported article, 
which can be reproduced at home and 
is controlled by a trast. 


The second and third of these amend- 


ments were offered in the House of 
Representatives during the debate on 
the tariff bill, and promptly voted 
down by the Republicans. Now, they 
are to be' offered in the Senate by a 
Republican, and as there is no gag rule 
in that body and the Senators are more 
in accord with public sentiment than 
the majority ia the House, they may bo 
incorporated iu the bill when it is re- 
tnrned to Mr. Reed. 


Senator Nelson WEB a member of the 


House of Representatives when the 
Mills Bill was before that body. He 
made a speech in which he stated that 
during thereeess of Ooogress he visited 
his native land, and at Stockholm saw 
farming implements made at Rockford, 
Illinois, sold at lower prices than the 
farmers of Illinois and Minnesota had 
to pay for them at the factory. He did 
not consider it just to put a high tariff 
on such implements, to enable the 
manufacturers to cinch the home 
fatmers, and he voted for the Mills 
bill. The farmers of Minnesota in- 
dorsed his action and elected him Gov- 
ernor of the State and at the expiration 
of his term sent him to the United 
States Senate for six years. 


He does not believe -in taxing the 


masses of the people to enrich trusts 
and 
combinations, and 
proposes 


amendments to the Dingley bill, which 
will prevent such au outrageous abuse 
of the constitutional power of OougrGes 
to provide revenue for the support of 
the Government. 


FKAUDUiENX I/AND ENTRIES. 


Iii 1890 timber entries for over 40,000 


acres of redwood lands were made in 
Hamboldt county, California, by men 
whom the Commissioners of the Gen- 
eral Land Office aftewards decided 
were mere dummies who assigned their 
certificates to a Scotch syndicate 
known as the California Redwood Com- 
pany. 
The entries 
were declared 


fraudulent and the land thrown opon 
to entry. The company brought suit 
to recover the ownership of the land ou 
the ground that they were Innocent 
purchasers of the original certificates, 
The case was tried before Judge Mor- 
row of the United States Court, who 
denied the relief asked for, holding 
that if the Land Office erred in declar- 
ing the entries fraudulent the plaintiff 
should have exhausted its remedy in 
the Land Office to have the error cor- 
rected^ 


It was common report at the time 


the lands were entered that the foreign 
syndicate was endeavoring to get pos- 
session of a large tract of the most 
valuable redwood timber land in Cali- 
fornia. For this purpose it hired men 
for a few dollars to make land entries 
and assign the certificates to the com- 
pany. The syndicate could scarcely be 
considered innocent purchasers of 
those certificates when it paid the men 
to apply for the lands, and the court 
has declared, that it cannot see the 
matter in that light. 


THE CITT fATHlSRS. 


Now that the city of Reno is under a 


new regime, it 
behooves the city 


fathers-to make a good beginning in 
all matters, and then stand firm. In 
order to do this, information should be 
gleaned from every source and or- 
dinances made accordingly. There is 
a whole lot of matters here that need 
looking after as much as the sewers 
and streets, and a " stitch in time," etc., 
will save annoyance and criticism. The 
Councilmen .should consult Dr. Stubbs, 
Professor Bray and Officer Nash, Con- 
stables MoNeilly and Leeper and 
others, and no doubt they will receive 
suggestions that will be of value in 
formulating ordinances that will be 
beneficial-' to the whole community. 
'Reno is probably no worse morally 
than other towns of the same size on 
the coast, bat if there is an. inclination 
shown by the Council in the beginning 
to pass over matters lightly or to ignore 
them altogether, when the time arrives 
for some action to be taken the 
cry will be "Why, that has been going 
on for years and has been tolerated. 
Why try to change the conditions 
now?" 


Let the Counoilmen inform them- 


selves thoroughly and enact ordinances 
that will correct evils and aee that they 
are enforced without fear or favor.

HORSE 
NUISANCE, 


A market for Them can be Foimd in 


Japan. 


There is every probability tbLt owners 


of range horses could fiud a ready 
market for them in Japan. Horses are 
scarce in that country and in conse- 
quence are in demand at good prices. 
Since the close of the Ohmo-Japinese 
war, the Japanese Government has 
been reorganizing itJ army. Hereto- 
fore only a small cavalry force has been 
maintained, but it is now believed that 
this will be greatly increased. 


Even tho small lange animals of 


Australia have been considered and it 
is said that they are fai inferior to the 
range horses of the western mountain 
States. It is said that Japanese lesi- 
dents of San Francisco are looking 
about with a view of supplying the 
needs of their Government. 


President Tetsutrao Aoki, of the Yo- 


kohamo Specie bank, of San Francisco, 
says: undoubtedly the American horse 
will fill all requirements. 


'The horse most suitable for the 


Japanese cavalary," he said, "should be 
as tough as rawhide, nt-t over gentle 
und not too dainty in the matter of 
fodder. I would unhesitatingly say 
that the best horses for tlie home Gov- 
ernment could be selected from herds 
that thrive so well ou the plains of 
Eastern Washington, Eastern Oregon, 
California and the other 
mountain 


States. It only remains for those most 
interested to bring the matter properly 
before the Japanese Government in 
oider to open up a big market for their 
animals." 


This is a scheme of getting rid of the 


range horacs of Nevada, worth looking 
into 
It is bolter than killing them 


for their hides and tallow, and beats 
canning them. 


Japan is not the only country where 


a market could be found. The Chinese 
Empire, also tho Corean country would 
afford a great field for operations, as 
horsos are scarce in all of these Eastern 
countries. It would pay some of our 
Nevada range owners to look into the 
matter even if an agent had to be em- 
ployed for tho purposa. 


Every few days an item appears in 


the papers, where someone has taken 
a carload of horses to New Orleans or 
some southern point and disposed of 
them at a loss. If the same capital was 
used in looking up the Japanese agents 
in San Franciscj, or even taking a trip 
to China or Japan, an opportunity 
might be found of disposing of thous- 
ands of horses at a good profit.
